The adoption of the provisions of 

law was advocated at a special session 
of the committee of deans Monday 
noon. Resolution.H recommendinR 
that the system outlined by Congress 
bo eolobllobod by tbo proper oMbori- 

ties woro fOWed by the deans. 

The matter wa* refeiTed to the 
deans last fall by the Hoard of Trus- 
tees. Official acceptance of the a^ 
wfll be toben op at the nost noottsg 
of the trustees. The requirements and 
I)rovisions of tlie law will become ef- 
fective next September. 

The provisions of the Federal stat- 
ute call tor uniforms to be fomtahed 
to the cadet battalion by the (lovern- 
ment. allowances and salaries to be 
paid to tlie officers, equipment fur- 
nished by Federal anDropriation, a 
yearly training oomp ot two weeks 
in summer and tlie rotainment of 
graduate cadet officers upon the re- 
serve list of the United States army. 
Tbey are qualified for commissions 
upon call to report. The report fol- 
lows: 

"To tlie l^lxecutive Committee, 
Board of Trustees, 

University of Kentucky: 

"The committee of deans, having 
been dire(-ted to make re( oninienda- 
tions resariling the adoption of the 
nUlHary system, known as the 'lie 
serve Officers Training Corps.' which 
system is embodied In the National 
Defense .\vt. an Act of Congress of 
June 3, 1916, do, therefore, respectful- 
ly make recoBMBOndotlon as follows: 

"1. That the proper authority of 
the <Unlverslty of Kentucky make to 
tlie War Department an apiilii atioii to 
have established and maintained at 
tbla institution an infantr.v unit of the 
siolor division of the Reserve Officers' 
Training Corps In oontormlty with 

cxistiiii; [''ederal law and the rcKuUi- 
tions as promulgated bv the Sec leiary 
mt War. sspaolally as modified in re- 
apect to land grant Inatlttttious of 
learning.
